In this issue we feature some articles 
from the German-American Bund. It is 
worth noting that old German-American 
Bund members were the earliest key co- 
workers of the NSDAP/AO! 


The Bund was divided into three regions. 
The Western District with offices in Los 
Angeles, Mid-West District headquartered 
out of Chicago and the Eastern District at 
the national headquarters in New York 
City. The Bund was composed of a general 
membership, a women’s auxiliary, the uni- 
formed Order Guard, the Jugendschaft 
for boys and a Mddchenschaft for girls. 
Some 25% of Bund members were in the 
New York and New Jersey area. Camp 
Siegfried was located on Long Island and 
Camp Nordland in New Jersey. National- 
ly, the Bund had 94 functioning units and 
at its height, 50,000 members! 

We recently received a letter dated Au- 
gust 11, 2016 from a friend who writes that 
he has located a surviving member of the 
Bund, who today is 94. My friend writes: 


“his mind is quite bright and he says, 
‘show me a photo of a Bund meeting and I 
will give you the names of the speakers.’ 
He was able to do exactly that! He joined 





the Bund at age 18 in 1940 and rode his 
bicycle to meetings. He still drives.” 


The letter contained a photograph of the 
old gentleman and booklet entitled Speech- 
es of the German-American Bund Madison 
Square Garden February 20, 1939. 

Some of the material excerpted here is as 
relevant today in 2016 as it was in 1939.

This was on eof the larg- 
est private indoor gatherings held in Amer- 
ica up until that time. 


My Fellow Christian Americans! 

It is my privilege to welcome you to this 
impressive patriotic mass demonstration 
sponsored by the German American Bund. 


GEORGE WASHINGTON, whose 
birthday we are celebrating today—when 
bidding farewell to the people, said: 


“BE UNITED! BE AMERICANS! 
Let there be no sectionalism, you are all 
dependent one on another, and should be 
in one Union. Beware of attacks upon the 
Constitution. Keep the departments of 
government separate, promote education, 
cherish the public credit, avoid debt. Ob- 
serve justice and good faith toward all na- 
tions; and be independent politically of all. 


IN ONE WORD, BE A NATION, BE 
AMERICANS, AND BE TRUE TO 
YOURSELVES. 


Never were such admonitions more time- 
ly than TODAY! Reviewing the state of 
the nation today, in the light of this histor- 
ic observation: WHAT DO WE FIND? A 
nation of TRUE Americans? UNITED? ... 
in a noble common cause? PATRIOTIC? 
... free from class hatred and sectionalism 
and political discrimination? The CON- 
STITUTION ... has it been free from at- 
tack? ARE we avoiding public debt? Ex- 
ercising good faith toward ALL nations? 
Are we politically independent? 


I am asking YOU my Fellow Country- 
men! 


Speaking for myself, much to my regret, 
I must confess that we are utterly and com- 
pletely disregarding the Admonition of 
George Washington, TODAY. 


There is more than ample evidence in 
support of this contention! Let us reason 
from FACTS that cannot be challenged: 
Who will deny the spread of radicalism 
with its inspired class hatred, racial sec- 
tionalism, political abuses, its moral ero- 
sions and subsequent disintegration of our 
national unity in thought, decision and ac- 
tion??? Who will deny the attacks that 
have been made upon the Constitutions? 
Who is NOT familiar with the billion- 
dollar yardstick that is required to measure 
the stupendous total of our national public 
debt? The billions of dollars spend in ex- 
cess of our national income: have they 
done away with the pitiful relief situa- 
tion after six years? — Have they put 
back to work the 12 million unemployed 
that are walking the streets of our—the 
richest nation in the world? Have there 
not been passionate attacks on other na- 
tions? Have we forgotten the President’s 
Chicago speech, his utterances before the 
Senate’s Military Affairs Committee,-the 
irresponsible attacks on German leaders 
and Germany by dictatorial Harold 
“Helium” ICKES and other responsible 
Cabinet officers? And is there not a very 
definite trend toward entangling alliances? 


The people, far and wide, are beginning 
to ask for explanations, they feel that

Mein Bundesfiihrer, American Compatriots, 
Bund-Members and Friends: 


Closest to our hearts and minds is the consider- 
ation which we pay to the welfare of the commu- 
nity and Nation as a whole. We believe that the 
rights of the individual must stand second to the 
well-being of the community and that the exigen- 
cies and requirements of such a community must 
be subordinated to such of the Nation! This all- 
embracing thought is our philosophy of a patriot- 
ic American Nationalism! As such, it creates our 
energetic opposition to all international Marxist 
and therefore Jewish preaching of Class Warfare. 
The terrible experience of Germany, Italy, Hun- 
gary, Austria and Spain, who finally succeeded in 
saving themselves, and that of Russia, where 
Communism was victorious, should be sufficient 


warning to our fellow-compatriots to steer clear 
of all those pitfalls which were prepared by the 
oriental cunning of the Jew Karl Marx-Mordecai! 

We are well aware of the fact that the problems 
of America’s social and economic condition have 
not been solved satisfactorily in respect to either 
the expectations of the “employed element” or of 
the “employers.” All assertions to the contrary 
notwithstanding, we contend that both factions 
shall have an absolutely equal right to representa- 
tion in all disputes. We do propose, though, to 
have these discussions governed by mutual arbi- 
tration under the compass of an absolutely nation- 
alistic and pro-American point of view and not 
according to the Marxist-Communist Theory, 
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Labor, Economics, Finance 


which demands the unification of the Proletariat of 
the World as the prerequisite to the solution of this 
Country's social-economic affairs. To demand the 
latter is a negation of all those natural differences 
which do exist between our own White American 
working men and those of China for instance. La- 
bor has been exploited not only by Jewish- 
International moneyed interests, but more so it has 
been debased and misused by Jewish agitators, 
who are supposed to represent labor, but in reality 
never in their lives have completed on honest day’s 
hard manual work themselves. These confounded 
Jewish agitators know perfectly well how to draw a 
nice fat salary, paid for by the hard earned money 
of our workers, but beyond that they know just as 
much about the trade of a machinist, pattern- 
maker, foundry worker or mason as a Hottentot 
from the Kraals of Africa. They definitely failed to 
improve the social position of labor and they did 
not succeed with all the support from the great Fa- 
ther in Washington, in eliminating our unemploy- 
ment situation. Today so-called organized labor 
unions are neither organized nor united. Under the 
radical leadership of Jewish agents, the labor 
movement of this our Country has been split into 
warring factions. The underlying cause is not so 
much a difference of opinion about Trade- 
Unionism and collective industrial organization, 
but a clash of ideas between true labor-minded 
workers and international racketeers. The latter 
have been preaching the unification of the interna- 
tional proletariat, but so far have not even been 
able to unite labor within our own Country. They 
have brought corruption and disruption to our 
shores, and try to divert the workers’ minds from 
their real problems, by telling them that the Bund is 
the actual danger to organized labor. The Gentile 
American worker is being sold down the river by 
international Jewish interests! Therefore the 
Bund maintains that our labor unions, first of 
all, must be controlled by conscientious, Gentile 
American leaders, who are absolutely free from 
a Communist-infested and Moscow-directed 
domination! 

The German American Bund has not forgotten 
that these so-called labor leaders helped to further 
confuse the situation, spreading a damnable Gospel 
of Hate against their own asserted fellow foreign 
workers, by furnishing all possible support to a 
private Jewish Boycott-War directed against Euro- 
pean Countries. We have not forgotten that the 


Boycott, instigated for the sake of some of the 
four million Jews living in America, has been 
definitely detrimental to the welfare of a hun- 
dred an d fifteen million White and Colored 
American Citizens. We have realized that this 
Boycott has caused our Country the loss of ex- 
ports to the value of many billions of dollars. To 
whatever degree such Boycott is successful, to 
that very same degree it is bound to be felt in the 
pocketbooks of our own workers in America. It 
amounts only to simple arithmetic, to figure out 
that if we buy less from Central European coun- 
tries, they will have no choice, regardless of incli- 
nation, but to buy less from us, retarding our eco- 
nomic recovery and hindering reemployment. 
But that is not all. In the case of Germany and 
Italy, for example, we now find that Adolf Hitler 
and Benito Mussolini, instead of waiting for the 
Jewish Boycott to take effect, looked for, and, to 
Mr. Hull’s great discomfiture, found other mar- 
kets for their countries’ products, thereby reduc- 
ing the purchase of American goods in such 
countries too! So by the good grace of our labor 
agitators and of Mr. Hull and his Jewish consorts, 
we all are being victimized by an incredibly Boy- 
cott policy, which is in effect nothing but an eco- 
nomic Bankruptcy policy! The method of our 
Bund to combat this Jewish inspired boycott is 
the effectively working German American Busi- 
ness League. A league of Gentile American busi- 
ness houses which successfully diverts the pur- 
chasing power of our white American people 
from the BOYCOTT-JEW to the Gentile mer- 
chant. 

The Works Progress Administration, the 
W.P.A., according to our judgment amounts only 
to a WORKERS PROLETARIZATION AR- 
RANGEMENT, and in effect created a political 
voting machine which has all the characteristics 
of a demoralizing force enslaving all employees 
of this and similar alphabetical, Governmental 
agencies. 

We also call it sin and madness to plow under 
cotton, burn hogs and corn, throw tons of oranges 
into California rivers and pour crude oil over 
them to make them inedible, all to maintain artifi- 
cial price-levels while millions of our people are 
in need! 

Finally we contend that our economic and so- 
cial ills will never be overcome by any of those 
utopian “Ham and Egg” plans which have been 
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What was the Bund? 


The German American Bund (AV) was Ameri- 
ca's largest most well known nationalist organiza- 
tion in the 1930s. It was also the least understood, 
most maligned and scape-goated by distorted me- 
dia coverage. The following synopsis will aid in a 
basic knowledge of this important American or- 
ganization. 

1) The purpose and goals of the AV consisted of

A. Friendship and trade between Germany 
and the USA. 

B. The adoption of those portions of National 
Socialism that it was felt would aid in the eco- 
nomic recovery of the USA. 

C. Preservation of Germanic culture in the 
USA through history, language, and folk art for 
both members and the general public. 

D. Family oriented social activities and gath- 
erings at Bund meeting halls and summer camps. 
The family was considered the basic Bund unit. 

2) Membership nationwide was between 50 
and 60 thousand, with three times that many aux- 
iliary members. The Bund security force (OD 
Ordnungsdienst or order division) consisted of 
between 5 and 6 thousand men nationwide. Ear- 
ly Chicago also had a unit of American SS. 

3) About 100 local units were located in 47 
different states. The Bund ran approximately 2 
dozen youth summer camps across the country 
for family and youth activities. Nordland in New 
Jersey was the largest with 204 acres. 

4) From scattered NS groups such as the ANSL 
(American National Socialist League 1923) came 
the Teutonia Club. The Teutonia was the first 
official NS organization in the USA, starting 
Oct. 12, 1924 and growing to about 600 mem- 
bers in 5 different units. From Teutonia came 
Freunde Des Neue Deutschland (FDND) Friends 
of the New Germany. FDND existed from 1933 
to 1936 with a coast to coast membership of 
about 6000. FDND was reorganized in March of 
1936 to become The German American Bund 
(1936-1941), with Fritz Kuhn as leader. 

5) The Bund included apart from the OD, a 
wives organization, a youth group for boys 
(Jugenschaft) and for girls the (Madelschaft) 
further divided by age. The Bund also owned 
various companies through which it published 
material and maintained economic solvency. 
These included AV publishing, AV Develop- 
ment, The German American Business League, a 
veterans group, (Frontkaémpferschaft), the con- 
sumers co op, and sympathizers auxiliary. The 
national membership approached 100,000 
(including the auxiliary members), in some 100 
units and 22 - 24 youth camps.

advocated these last years, because all of them 
are based on solely materialistic principles or on 
the fallacies of internationalism. Our recom- 
mendation is the recreation of the cooperative 
spirit in the ranks of all constructively work- 
ing Americans, the adoption of a sensible For- 
eign Trade Policy and the immediate abolition 
of all international domination of our financial 
system. George Washington’s admonition to 
remain clear of all foreign entanglements also 
applies to finance! 

Still heeding this very good advice, we are vig- 
orously opposed to the Tripartite Agreement be- 
tween France, England and America, regulating 
the relative value of the Franc, the Pound Sterling 
and Dollar. The Stabilization Fund of two billion 
dollars, created ot serve this purpose, has not 
benefitted our Country, but instead brought upon 
us the curtailment of the Sovereignty of our Na- 
tion. It has caused continued disturbance of our 
economic system and lends itself beautifully to 
the sinister purpose of making the world safe for 
Jewish domination of those monetary systems 
which still adhere to gold backing. The German 
American Bund demands abrogation of all agree- 
ments binding us to international super-state 
banking and credit institutions, and instead the 
creation of a National American Financial Sys- 
tem, with the value of our medium of exchange 
based on the productive ability of our people and 
on the natural resources of the Nation! 

In the fall of 1938, as reported by R. Stache in 
the NS-Kurier, the Jew Barney Baruch, often 
called the unofficial President of the United 
States, visited France, and a few weeks later the 
Jews Henry Morgenthau, Jr., Walter Lippman, 
Madam Perkins, Leon Blum and Georges Mandel 
-Rothschild met in the villa of our Ambassador 
Bullitt in Chantilly, a suburb of Pairs. We are 
supposed to be the best informed people on the 
face of the earth! Have you, my friends, ever 
read anything about this conference in our Amer- 
ican “Free” Press? The real meaning of these so- 
called pleasure jaunts and the purpose of the 
Morgenthau Stabilization Fund came crashing to 
light through the medium of a Douglass Bomber 
which evidently became destabilized. This 
Bomber went through a most remarkable trans- 
formation. It went up in the air as an all- 
American Plane, and came down with a French 
General in its cockpit. When that bomber came 


down to earth, our Congressmen and Senators 
went up in the air. They suddenly began to see 
what we already had been discussing at our Na- 
tional Convention last September. Having seen 
some light concerning the true meaning of inter- 
national financial manipulations, perhaps they 
will now become interested in the privately 
controlled, Jewish Federal Reserve System. 

We know that the Jew is mot concerned with 
maintaining his stranglehold on the financial sys- 
tems of the world. Permit me to refer to an en- 
lightening letter from the international Roth- 
schilds, cited by Father Coughlin in one of his 
excellent speeches: “The great body of the peo- 
ple, mentally incapable of comprehending the 
tremendous advantages that Capital derives 
from the system, will bear its burdens without 
complaint, and perhaps without even suspect- 
ing that the system is inimical to their inter- 
ests. The Jew does not become as excited about 
Pogroms in eastern European countries, as he 
does about legislation enacted in Germany or 
Italy, which harms no hair on ay Jew’s head, but 
deprives him of his terrible “Power of the Purse” 
in these countries! Germany, without appreciable 
gold reserves, has succeeded in solving all her 
economic and social problems, without borrow- 
ing a single cent from international banking 
institutions since the day Adolf Hitler was 
elected! Ever since this was done, that country 
has been free of economic upheavals! We want 
to see the day when it will no longer be necessary 
to give the unproductive Jew a cut on every fi- 
nancial transaction between White men! We 
know that his can be achieved by observing the 
experiences of these Central European countries, 
which have succeeded in recovering true finan- 
cial sovereignty over their means of exchange! 

The German American Bund firmly maintains 
that it is by no means un-American to assume 
that the Congress of our United States, within the 
scope of its Constitutional Authority, can achieve 
the same results in the same way! It is not our 
slightest intention to realize these aims through 
the medium of violence and bullets. They can be 
attained by means of the BALLOT of a national- 
minded, patriotic Electorate! Therefore I call 
upon all of you to joining with us in the battle 
for a socially-just, economically really stabi- 
lized, financially independent, Jew-free Ameri- 
ca! 


What the World Rejected: Hitler’s Peace Offers 1933-1939 


Continued from the July/August issue: 


There could no longer be any doubt now that 
the Western Powers were following the old 
path towards an armed conflict and were stead- 
ily preparing a new blow against Germany, 
although Adolf Hitler's whole thoughts and 
endeavors were directed towards proving to 
them that he wanted to remain on the best pos- 
sible terms with them. In the course of the 
years he had undertaken numerous steps in this 
direction, of which a few more shall be referred 
to here. He negotiated the Naval Agreement of 
June 18, 1935 with Great Britain, which pro- 
vided that the German Navy should only have a 
strength of 35% of that of the British Navy. By 
this he wanted to demonstrate that the Reich, to 
use his own words, had "neither the intention 
nor the means, nor was it necessary" to enter 
into any rivalry as regards naval power, such as 
had had so fateful an influence on its relations 
to Great Britain in the well-remembered days 
before the Great War. 

He assured France on every possible occa- 
sion of his desire to live at peace with her. He 
repeatedly renounced in plain terms any claim 
to Alsace-Lorraine. On the return to the Reich 
of the Saar territory as the result of the plebi- 
scite, he declared on March 1, 1935: 


It is our hope that through this act of just 
compensation, in which we see a return to 
natural reason, relations between Germany 
and France have permanently improved. 
Therefore as we desire peace, we must hope 
that our great neighbor is ready and willing 
to seek peace with us. It must be possible for 
two great people to join together and collabo- 
rate in opposing the difficulties which threat- 
en to overwhelm Europe. 


He even endeavored to arrive at a better un- 
derstanding with Poland, the eastern ally of the 
Western Powers, although this country had un- 
lawfully incorporated millions of Germans in 
1919 and had subjected them to the worst op- 
pression ever since. On January 26, 1934, he 


concluded a non-aggression pact with her in 
which the two Governments agreed "to settle 
directly all questions of whatever sort which 
concern their mutual relations." 

Thus on all sides he opposed to the enemy 
plans his determination to preserve peace and 
strove to protect Germany in this way. When 
however he saw that London and Paris were 
arming for attack, he was once more obliged to 
undertake fresh measures of defense. The ene- 
my camp, as we have seen above, had been 
enormously extended through the alliance be- 
tween France and Russia. In addition to this 
the two powers had secured a line of communi- 
cation to the south of the Reich through Czech- 
oslovakia having concluded a treaty with Rus- 
sia which put her in the position of a bridge 
between east and west. Czechoslovakia, how- 
ever, was in control of the high-lying country 
of Bohemia and Moravia, which Bismarck had 
called the citadel of Europe, and this citadel 
projected far into German territory. The threat 
to Germany thus assumed truly overpowering 
proportions. 

The genius of Adolf Hitler found a way of 
meeting this danger. The conditions in Ger- 
man Austria, which under the terror of the 
Schuschnigg Government were tending to- 
wards civil war, offered him the opportunity of 
stepping in to save the situation, and to lead 
back into the Reich the sister nation to the 
south-east that had been sentenced by the vic- 
torious powers to lead the life of a hopelessly 
decaying "Free State". After he had thus estab- 
lished himself near the line of communication 
between France and Russia mentioned above, a 
process of dissolution set in in the mixed State 
of Czechoslovakia, which had been artificially 
put together from the most diverse national 
elements, until after the liberation of the Sude- 
tenland and the secession of Slovakia, the 
Czechs themselves asked for the protection of 
the German Reich. With this the enemy's 
bridge came into Adolf Hitler's possession; and 
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at the same time direct connection was made pos- 
sible with Italy, whose friendship had been se- 
cured some time previously. 

While he was gaining this strategic success for 
the security of his country, Adolf Hitler was 
again endeavoring with great eagerness to reach a 
peaceable understanding with the Western Pow- 
ers. In Munich directly after liberation of the 
Sudeten Germans, approved by Britain, France 
and Italy, he made an agreement with the British 
Prime Minister, Neville Chamberlain, the text of 
which was a follows: 


We have had a further meeting today and 
have agreed in recognizing that the question of 
Anglo-German relations is of the first im- 
portance for the two countries and for Europe. 

We regard the agreement signed last night 
and the Anglo-German Naval Agreement as 
symbolic of the desire of our two peoples never 
to go to war with one another again. 

We are resolved that the method of consulta- 
tion shall be the method adopted to deal with 
any other questions that may concern our two 
countries, and we are determined to continue 
our efforts to remove possible sources of differ- 
ence and thus to contribute to assure the peace 
of Europe.

Two months later, on Hitler's instructions, the 
German Foreign Minister, von Ribbentrop, made 
the following agreement with France: 


Herr Joachim von Ribbentrop, Reich Minister 
for Foreign Affairs, and M. Georges Bonnet, 
French Minister of Foreign Affairs, acting in 
the name and by order of their Governments, 
are, at their meeting in Paris, on December 6, 
1938, agreed as follows: 

1. The German Government and the French 
Government fully share the conviction that 
peaceful and good-neighborly relations be- 
tween Germany and France constitute one of 
the most essential elements for the consolida- 
tion of the situation in Europe and the mainte- 
nance of general peace. The two Governments 
will in consequence use all their efforts to en- 
sure the development of the relations between 
their countries in this direction. 

2. The two Governments recognize that be- 
tween the two countries there is no territorial 


question outstanding, and they solemnly recog- 
nize as final the frontiers between their coun- 
tries as they now exist. 

3. The two Governments are resolved, while 
leaving unaffected their particular relations with 
other Powers, to remain in contact with regard 
to all questions concerning their two countries, 
and mutually to consult should the later evolu- 
tion of those questions lead to international dif- 
ficulties. 

In token whereof the representatives of the 
two Governments have signed the present Dec- 
laration, which comes into immediate effect. 

Done in two original Documents in the 
French and German language respectively, in 
Paris, December 6, 1938.

According to all calculations one should have 
been able to assume that the way was clear for 
collaborative reconstruction in which all leading 
powers would participate, and that the Fuehrer's 
endeavors to secure peace would at last meet with 
success. But the contrary was true. Scarcely had 
Chamberlain reached home when he called for 
rearmament on a considerable scale and laid plans 
for a new and tremendous encirclement of Germa- 
ny. Britain now took over from France the lead- 
ership of this further encirclement of the Reich, in 
order to obtain a substitute for the lost Czechoslo- 
vakia many times its value. She opened negotia- 
tions with Russia, granted Poland a guarantee and 
also Rumania, Greece and Turkey. These were 
alarm signals of the greatest urgency. 

Just at this time Adolf Hitler was occupied with 
the task of finally eliminating sources of friction 
with Poland. For this purpose he had made an 
uncommonly generous proposal by which the 
purely German Free City of Danzig would return 
to the Reich, and a narrow passage through the 
Polish Corridor, which since 1919 had torn asun- 
der the north-eastern part of Germany to an un- 
bearable extent, would provide communication 
with the separated area. This proposal, which 
moreover afforded Poland the prospect of a 25- 
year non-aggression pact and other advantages, 
was nevertheless rejected in Warsaw, because 
there it was believed, conscious as the authorities 
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were of forming one of the principal members of 
the common front set up by London against Ger- 
many, that any concession, however minor, could 
be refused. This was not all! With the same con- 
sciousness Poland then started to be aggressive, 
threatened Danzig, and prepared to take up arms 
against Germany. 

Thus the moment was close at hand for the at- 
tack on the Reich by the countries which had been 
brought together for the purpose. Adolf Hitler, 
making a final extreme effort in the interests of 
peace, saved what he could. On August 23rd, Rib- 
bentrop succeeded in reaching an agreement in 
Moscow for a non-aggression pact with Russia. 
Two days later the German Fuehrer himself made a 
final and truly remarkable offer to Britain, declaring 
himself ready "to enter into agreements with Great 
Britain", "which... would not only, on the German 
side, in any case safeguard the existence of the Brit- 
ish Empire, but if necessary would guarantee Ger- 
man assistance for the British Empire, irrespective 
of where such assistance might be required". At the 
same time he was prepared "to accept a reasonable 
limitation of armaments, in accordance with the 
new political situation and economic requirements". 
And finally he assured once again that he had no 
interest in the issues in the west and that "a correc- 
tion of the borders in the west are out of any consid- 
eration." 

The reply to this was a pact of assistance signed 
the same day between Britain and Poland, which 
rendered the outbreak of war inevitable. Then a 
decision was made in Warsaw to mobilize at once 
against Germany, and the Poles began with violent 
attacks not only on the Germans in Poland, who for 
some time had been the victims of frightful massa- 
cres, but on Germans in German territory. 

But even when Britain and France had already 
declared the war they desired, and Germany had 
overcome the Polish danger in the east by a glorious 
campaign without a parallel, even then Adolf Hitler 
raised his voice once more in the name of peace. 
He did so although his hands were now free to act 
against the enemy in the west. He did so, although 
the fight against him personally was proclaimed in 
London and Paris, in immeasurable hate, as a cru- 
sade. At this moment he possessed the supreme self 
-control to proclaim in his speech of October 6, 
1939, a new plan for the pacification of Europe to 
public opinion throughout the world. This plan was 
as follows: 


By far the most important task, in my opinion, 
is the creation of not only a belief in, but also a 
sense of, European security. 


1. For this it is necessary that the aims of the 
foreign policy of each European State should be 
made perfectly clear. As far as Germany is con- 
cerned, the Reich Government is ready to give a 
thorough and exhaustive exposition of the aims of 
its foreign policy. In so doing, it begins by stating 
that the Treaty of Versailles is now regarded by it 
as obsolete, in other words, that the Government 
of the German Reich and with it the whole Ger- 
man people no longer see cause or reason for any 
further revision of the Treaty, apart from the de- 
mand for adequate colonial possessions justly due 
to the Reich, involving in the first place a return of 
the German colonies. This demand for colonies is 
based not only on Germany's historical claim to 
her colonies, but above all on her elementary right 
to a share of the world's resources of raw materi- 
als. This demand does not take the form of an 
ultimatum, nor is it a demand which is backed by 
force, but a demand based on political justice and 
sane economic principles. 

2. The demand for a real revival of international 
economic life coupled with an extension of trade 
and commerce presupposes a reorganization of the 
international economic system, in other words, of 
production in the individual states. In order to 
facilitate the exchange of the goods thus pro- 
duced, however, a new system of markets must be 
found and a final settlement of currencies arrived 
at, so that the obstacles in the way of unrestricted 
trade can be gradually removed. 

3. The most important condition, however, for a 
real revival of economic life in and outside of Eu- 
rope is the establishment of an unconditionally 
guaranteed peace and of a sense of security on the 
part of the individual nations. This security will 
not only be rendered possible by the final sanc- 
tioning of the European status, but above all by 
the reduction of armaments to a reasonable and 
economically tolerable level. An essential part of 
this necessary sense of security, however, is a 
clear definition of the legitimate use and applica- 
tion of certain modern armaments which can at 
any given moment strike straight at the heart of 
every nation and hence create a permanent sense 
of insecurity. In my previous speeches in the 
Reichstag I made proposals with this end in view. 
At that time they were rejected—presumably for 
the simple reason that they were made by me. 

I believe, however, that a sense of national secu- 
rity will not return to Europe until clear and bind- 
ing international agreements have provided a 
comprehensive definition of the extent to which 
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the use of certain weapons is permitted or forbid- 
den. 

The Geneva Convention once succeeded in pro- 
hibiting, in civilized countries at least, the killing 
of wounded, the ill-treatment of prisoners, war 
against non-combatants, etc., and just as it was 
possible gradually to achieve the universal ob- 
servance of this statute, a way ought surely to be 
found to regulate aerial warfare, the use of poison 
gas, of submarines etc., and also so to define con- 
traband that war will lose its terrible character of 
a conflict waged against women and children and 
against non-combatants in general. The growing 
horror of certain methods of modern warfare will 
of its own accord lead to their abolition, and thus 
they will become obsolete. 

In the war with Poland, I endeavored to restrict 
aerial warfare to objectives of military im- 
portance, or only to employ it to combat re- 
sistance at a given point. But it must surely be 
possible to emulate the Red Cross in drawing up 
some universally valid international regulation. It 
is only when this is achieved that peace can reign, 
particularly on our densely populated continent a 
peace which, un-contaminated by suspicion and 
fear, will provide the only possible condition for 
real economic prosperity. I do not believe that 
there is any responsible statesman in Europe who 
does not in his heart desire prosperity for his peo- 
ple. But such a desire can only be realized if all 
the nations inhabiting this continent decide to 
work together. To assist in ensuring this co- 
operation must be the aim of every man who is 
sincerely struggling for the future of his own peo- 
ple. 

To achieve this great end, the leading nations on 
this continent will one day have to come together 
in order to draw up, accept and guarantee a statute 
on a comprehensive basis which will ensure for 
them a sense of security, of calm—in short, of 
peace. 

Such a conference could not possibly be held 
without the most thorough preparation; 1.e., with- 
out exact elucidation of every point at issue. It is 
equally impossible that such a conference, which 
would determine the fate of this continent for 
many years to come, could carry on its delibera- 
tions while cannons are thundering, or mobilized 
armies bringing pressure to bear upon it. Since, 
however, these problems must be solved sooner 
or later, it would surely be more sensible to tackle 
the solution before millions of men are first use- 
lessly sent to their death, and billions of dollars' 
worth of property destroyed. 

The continuation of the present state of affairs

in the west is unthinkable. Each day will soon 
demand increasing sacrifices. Perhaps the day 
will come when France will begin to bombard 
and demolish Saarbriicken. The German artillery 
will in turn lay Mihlhausen in ruins. France will 
retaliate by bombarding Karlsruhe, and Germany 
in her turn shell Strassburg. Then the French 
artillery will fire at Freiburg, and the Germans at 
Kolmar or Schlettstadt. Long-range artillery will 
then be set up, and from both sides destruction 
will strike deeper and deeper, and whatever can- 
not be reached by the long-range artillery will be 
destroyed from the air. And that will be very 
interesting for certain international journalists, 
and very profitable for the airplane, arms, and 
munition manufacturers, etc., but appalling for 
the victims. And this battle of destruction will 
not be confined to the land. No, it will reach far 
out over the sea. To-day there are no longer any 
islands. 

And the national wealth of Europe will be scat- 
tered in the form of shells, and the vigor of every 
nation will be sapped on the battlefields. One 
day, however, there will again be a frontier be- 
tween Germany and France, but instead of flour- 
ishing towns there will be ruins and endless 
graveyards. 


The fate of this plan was the same as that of all the 
previous appeals made by Adolf Hitler in the name 
of reason, in the interests of a true renascence of 
Europe. His enemies paid him no heed. On this 
occasion also no response was forthcoming from 
them. They rigidly adhered to the attitude which 
they had taken up in the beginning. 

In the face of this series of historical facts is there 
any need for further details as to the question of 
why they did so? They had created Versailles, and 
when Versailles threatened to collapse they wanted 
the war, in order to follow it with an even worse 
Versailles. The reproaches which they make today 
to Adolf Hitler and Germany, recoil one and all on 
those who make them, and characterize their ac- 
tions. They are the disturbers of peace, they are the 
ones who meditate the forcible oppression of other 
peoples and seek to plunge Europe in devastation 
and disaster. If it were not so, they would long ago 
have taken the hand that was stretched out to them 
or at least have made a gesture of honestly wishing 
to cooperate in a new order, and thus spare the na- 
tions "blood, tears and sweat" in excess.
